A HELP FOR

Street pastors take to the town to look 
out for those who are worse for wear

A GROUP of Banbury's faithful will be 
taking to the streets to help shepherd 
home those who are worse for wear. 

The town is the latest in Oxfordshire to boast 
street pastors, an interdenominational 
Christian group which is most often seen help¬ 
ing people make their way home. 

Geoff Scales, area co-ordinator for the street 
pastors, said: "We are tremendously excited. 

"We began patrolling last Friday night and 
we have already been able to do some good. 

"We came across a group of teenage girls 
who had consumed alcohol and we were able 
to call an ambulance." 

Earlier in the day, a service was held at 
Marlborough Road Methodist Church to 
launch Banbury's street pastor group which 
was attended by police officers and members 
of the local Pubwatch scheme. 

Banbury now boasts 17 street pastors who 
patrol the streets of the town centre between 
10pm and 4am on Fridays and Saturdays. 

As well as providing the emergency services 
with a helping hand, they give bottles of water 
and even flip-flops to those revellers who need 
sobering up, or some comfortable footwear. 

Becoming a street pastor requires 52 hours 
of training over a period of about five months. 

Nine of Banbury's churches are involved in 
the initiative, with interest rising as the street 
pastors begin their work. 

Mr Scales, 47, said: "It looks like we have 
got another five people who want to get 
involved. It is gratifying, not in a glory-seeking 
way, but in being able to serve the community. 


"We are, of course, Christians, but we are 
not there to preach. But if people ask us for our 
motives then we say that as Christians we 
believe in serving the community." 

Mr Scales, who works as a laboratory man¬ 
ager, said: "I was brought up in the Salvation 
Army and my faith is a vital part of what I do. 

"This is all volunteers who are prepared to 
give up their time." 

Sgt Tracey Shepherd, from Banbury's neigh¬ 


bourhood team, said: "We welcome this initia¬ 
tive and are genuinely looking forward to 
working alongside the street pastors. 

"We believe that they have a valuable role 
to play and feel the initiative will help to make 
Banbury a safer place to socialise." 

The Street Pastors Initiative was pioneered in 
London by the Ascension Trust in 2003 and 
there are now 9,000 volunteers operating in 
250 teams across the UK.

the 2012 Budget

IT was meant to the 
budget that "rewarded 
work". 

But last week families and 
professionals in Oxfordshire 
seemed distinctly under¬ 
whelmed by the supposed 
Government giveaway. 

Pensioners accused the 
Government of levying a 
"tax on the old" in a bid to 
put more cash in the pockets 
of both high and low earn¬ 
ers. 

Some 263,000 of 
Oxfordshire's 400,000 work¬ 
ing-age residents will be 
£220 a year better off after 
Chancellor George Osborne 
raised the tax-free personal 
allowance by £1,100 from 
April 2013 to £9,205. 

Some 15,820 people in 
the county will pay no tax at 
all by next year. 

But at he same time Mr 
Osborne froze age-related

allowances for pensioners 
from April 2013 - effectively 
meaning millions will pay 
more tax in future years, 
making them up to £197 a 
year worse off. 

Other losers include 
smokers who will have to 
pay an extra 37p on a pack¬ 
et of cigarettes, while 
drinkers face an escalator 
duty of two per cent above 
the rate of inflation which 
will translate into about lOp 
on the price of a pint from 
next month. 

But there was good news 
for forces' families in the 
county. 

The Chancellor 

announced an extra £100m 
will be spent improving mil¬ 
itary accommodation and 
troops serving abroad will 


not have to pay council tax. 

There are about 500 sol¬ 
diers from Oxfordshire serv¬ 
ing overseas. 

There was mixed news for 
the rich. While the cut in 
income tax on those earning 
more than £150,000 a year 
to 45p in the pound from 
50p was welcomed, stamp 
duty for individuals paying 
more than £2m for a home 
has risen from five per cent 
to seven per cent. 

The Government pledged 
more cash for small busi¬ 
nesses and entrepreneurs. 
The Chancellor announced 
corporation tax relief worth 
£50m to firms by 2014-15. 

Simon Smith, a partner at 
Wellers accountants in 
Banbury, said: "Slashing the 
rate of corporation tax is a 
radical move and gives com¬ 
panies more cash to invest 
and create jobs."

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■ Prodrive can now relocate to new site 

Retail park 
is approved

HUNDREDS of jobs were saved 
last week after councillors 
ignored advice and approved a 
major retail park in Banbury. 

Staff at motorsport firm Prodrive 
were celebrating on Thursday after 
they were given the go-ahead to turn 
their site into a shopping park. 

Cherwell District Council's plan¬ 
ning committee approved the 
Banbury Gateway shopping devel¬ 
opment, despite officers recom¬ 
mending it should be turned down. 

The move means retailers such as 
Marks & Spencer and Next will 
move in, creating 750 jobs once 
Prodrive has vacated the site on the 
Wildmere Industrial Estate by 
September 2013. 

Prodrive will then take over the 
former Hella lighting factory nearby. 

But the decision disappointed 
existing Banbury retailers who fear it 
will take trade away from the town 
centre. 

Speaking after the meeting, which 
he attended, Prodrive chairman 
David Richards said: "I am so proud 
of the council members who, in the 
face of the officers' report, looked at 
the big picture of what was good for 
Banbury. 

"It sends a message that the coun¬ 
cil thinks about what they want in 
the town." 

Prodrive, which itself already 
employs more than 400 workers in 
Banbury, is looking to swell its work¬ 
force to 700 in the next two years 
once its relocation is complete. 

At the meeting, council leader 


Prodrive chairman David Richards 

Barry Wood said: "I believe that 
Prodrive as an employer is pivotal to 
Banbury's future." 

Fellow councillor Kieron Mallon 
added: "This will provide jobs and 
will also provide opportunities for 
smaller firms. It is the right place for 
a major shopping centre." 

But Malcolm Douglas, of the 
town centre Banbury Traders Group, 
said: "I am very, very disappointed. 
There is not a single town that any¬ 


one can name which has benefited 
from out-of-town retail parks. 

"We know we are going to suffer 
now." 

Meanwhile, engineering firm 
Norbar Torque Tools has announced 
it is to move to a new 1 70,000sq ft 
production site in Wildmere Road, 
Banbury, creating 30 new jobs on 
top of its 240-strong workforce.

BANBURY'S Prodrive WRCTeam 
will make its debut at Rally 
Portugal this week, running two 
Mini John Cooper Works WRCs 
for Dani Sordo and Patrik 
Sandell. 

The firm said Sordo's Mini would 
feature more than 100 modifications 
compared to the car that competed at 
Rally Sweden. 

The major developments are: a 
three per cent increase in power from 
the engine; a revised front bumper to 
improve cooling and aerodynamic 
performance; improved Oh I ins gravel 
dampers; and significant weight sav¬ 
ings primarily thanks to the use of a 
lithium-ion battery for the first time. 

Team principal Dave Wilcock 
believes the team should be targeting 
a podium finish on this rally. 

He said: "I would certainly hope 
that Dani could be up there fighting 
for a podium. However, the competi¬ 
tion does have the significant advan¬ 
tage of having already competed on

gravel this year in Mexico, but Dani 
certainly knows the Portuguese event 
well and has achieved podium finish¬ 
es here on his last three outings." 

Since Rally Sweden, Sordo has 
extensively tested the new car and 
will get further time in the Mini WRC 
in the run-up to the event. 

Sordo said: "I am really looking 
forward to getting back behind the 
wheel of the Mini. We did our first 
test in the new car and it felt really 
good. The team at Prodrive have 
done a great job. The new car feels 
like a big step forward and I could 
immediately feel the difference. 

"I have been on the podium the 
last three times I have been at 
Portugal and I will be fighting hard to 
get Mini's first podium on a gravel 
event." 

Sandell is competing in the Mini 
WRC for the second time after his 
debut at Rally Sweden, where he fin¬ 


ished eighth, beaten only by more 
experienced WRC drivers. 

Sandell said: "Eighth place was a 
great result for me in Sweden. As the 
rally went on I got more and more 
confident in the car and my speed 
increased. I would like to continue in 
Portugal where I left off in Sweden 
and keep improving my pace. I think 
we can definitely finish in a higher 
position than before and I will be 
aiming for a top five finish." 

Former Chilean Formula One driv¬ 
er, Eliseo Salazar, who is competing 
at Rally Argentina in a Mini WRC, is 
conducting a two-day test in Portugal 
this week and will then be joining the 
team for Rally Portugal. 

In addition to the two Prodrive 
WRC Team Minis, Prodrive will also 
be providing engineering support for 
the Mini WRCs of Armindo Araujo 
and Paulo Nobre running with WRC 
Team Mini Portugal. Armindo 
debuted the Mini John Cooper Works 
rally car on his home event last year.

Hospital delays rise

TIME spent by patients waiting 
in ambulances to be admitted 
to Oxfordshire hospitals has 
soared. 

At the Horton, in Banbury, the 
amount of time spent waiting 
jumped from 22 hours in January 
2009 to 70.2 hours this January, and 
from 13.5 hours in February 2009 to 
63.9 hours in February 2012. 

Ambulances spent 399 hours 
queuing outside the John Radcliffe 
Hospital, Oxford, in January, com¬ 
pared with 251 hours the same 
month three years previously, and 
328 hours in February, compared 
with 255 in February 2009. 

Professor Edward Baker, medical 
director of Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust, which runs the 
two hospitals, said: "At times our 
emergency departments and hospi-

tals are exceptionally busy and this 
winter we have seen more patients 
than ever before. Our teams work 
hard to minimise delays for patients 
at every stage of their treatment, not 
least when they arrive in the care of 
ambulance staff." 

NHS Oxfordshire is fined £2.44 
for every minute that vehicles have 
to wait at accident and emergency 
beyond the Government target of 15 
minutes. 

From April 2010 to March 2011, 
the trust paid out about £400,000 to 
South Central Ambulance Service in 
fines. From April to September 2011, 
it was ordered to pay £21,510. 

Delays tend to be longer during 
the busier winter months. 

Chris Ringwood, from North 


Oxfordshire Patient Voice, said: 
"Obviously, the situation is dire but I 
don't know what the answer is. 

"It is a situation we simply cannot 
tolerate continuing, but what do we 
do if they haven't got a bed for these 
people when they turn up?" 

Prof Baker said hospitals work 
closely with the ambulance service 
to make sure patients are treated 
promptly. During busy periods, staff 
are moved to areas of high demand 
and an experienced nurse supports 
the ambulance teams while patients 
wait to be admitted. 

Across the area covered by South 
Central Ambulance Service, 1,794 
hours were lost by ambulances at 
hospitals in February alone, com¬ 
pared with 1,094 hours in February 
2011. A spokesman for the service 
said the trust took 1,030 emergency 
calls every day.

The council took legal 
action after the winding-up 
board announced in 2010 
that it would not offer prefer¬ 
ential creditor status to 
wholesale depositors, and 
won. 

But now Icelandic bank 
Glitnir has repaid £5.2m of 
Cherwell's cash.

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Kevin keeps his 
comedy fresh

LET'S talk about Kevin. Kevin 
Tomlinson to be more specific. 
Because if you haven't heard of 
him already you will do very 
soon. 

Already a hugely successful 
improv comedian, he's premiering 
two new shows this month, one at 
The Mill in Banbury, before it goes 
to Edinburgh where he sells out 
every year. 

So who is he? Well actually Kevin 
is a local, living in Abingdon, where 
he's set up his own theatre 
company Kepow. 

But comedy is his game, and an 
art in which he's increasingly 
successful. Not that he's a stand-up. 
Oh no, that would be far too easy. 

Kevin is an improviser, something 
most comedians quail at, spending 
two hours on stage every night 
making it up as he goes along. 

And he loves it. Seven Ages is his 
improv show (going to school, 
falling in love, finding a job, having 
a child and growing old 
disgracefully) which he's been 
touring for almost as long, and he's 
introducing the children's version at 
The Mill, which he's hugely excited 
about. 


"The first one is going to be 
interesting," he says, "but it's 
basically the adult show for kids. 

"Because what I discovered when 
I did a one-off kids show at a 
festival is that children are much 
more creative than adults because 
they don't have an ego and aren't 
trying to be funny. 

"So when I ask the audience 
where to set the show the kids say 
'at the end of a rainbow', because 
they just open their mouths and 
their thoughts come out. 

"And I want to bring the theatre 
alive for children, because that's 
how I remember it and I want to 
trigger that." 

Judging by his past success, his 
young audience is going to lap it 
up. If you fancy the adult version 
however, that too will be at The 
Mill. 

"Even though I've been doing 
Seven Ages for years there's always 
that moment before I go on stage 
when I think 'why am I putting 
myself through this?'. 

"And then as soon as I step out 
on stage I remember. But it always 
takes a few moments to kick in. And 
when I first started out, doing two- 
three minutes of improv was a 
nightmare which I sweated over, 
and now I do two hours in one go 
and I love it." 


How he finds the time is beyond 
me. Touring with Seven Ages, 

Whose Story Is It Anyway for kids, 
his raw improv night The Edge, and 
Crazy Little Thing Called Love which 
premieres this month, and you'll get 
an idea of how busy he is. 

He's also the resident company at 
the Pegasus where he has a monthly 
comedy night planned from 
September - 12 improvisers 
knocking each other out, plus the 
BBC and West End are sniffing 
around Seven Ages, so get in there 
while you can. 

But perhaps Kevin's gentler side 
of comedy is a refreshing change 
from the hard line of many stand- 
ups? "Well I'm hoping to change 
people's preconceptions of comedy, 
and improv in particular, because I 
often come on stage and find the 
front row empty. 

"So I want comedy to be a 
positive thing, to be life enhancing 
not life diminishing, and for 
everyone to enjoy themselves. 

"So it's the antithesis of stand-up 
really."
